Acquiring a knowledge of Spanish he during 1607, at the 
request ‘“‘ of a very deare friend, that was desirous to 
understand the subject,” translated ‘‘[the first part of] 
the Historie of Don Quixote, out of the Spanish Tongue, 
into the English, in the space of fortie dayes.” But 
after his friend had glanced at his rendering Shelton 
‘cast it aside, where it lay long time neglected in a 
corner.”?

This book has been well described as SHAKESPEARE’S 
storehouse of classical learning, for to it we owe the plays 
of Julius Cesar, Coriolanus, and Antony and Cleopatra, 
while A Midsummer Night’s Dream, Pericles and Timon 
of Athens are also all considerably indebted to it. 

The initials on the sides of the binding are those of Sir 
John Monson (1600-83), eldest son of Sir Thomas Monson 
of Carlton in Lincolnshire, and of his wife Margaret, 
daughter of Sir Edmund Anderson, lord chief justice of 
the common pleas. Sir John represented Lincoln in the 
parliament of Charles I, and undertook the drainage of 
low-lying lands by the banks of the river Ancholme in 
Lincolnshire.

Vincentio Saviolo was born at Padua, where a family 
bearing that name had long been settled. He travelled 
abroad, earning a reputation as a fencer. Coming to 
‘England, he found employment in the service of the 
Earl of Essex, to whom this book, which is the earliest 
treatise in English upon the use of the rapier, is dedicated. 
It is certain that SHAKESPEARE was familiar with this 
work. In the second book is an account of a wrestling- 
match, which was the foundation story of Orlando’s 
contest with Charles, the Duke Frederick’s wrestler, in 
‘* As you Like It.”’ In the same play (v. 4) Touchstone 
describes the several forms of a lie in much the same 
terms as Saviolo, who treats in detail of ‘*‘ Lies Certaine,”’ 
** Conditional Lies,’ ‘‘ Lies in General,’ ‘* Lies in Par- 
ticular,” ‘“‘ Foolish Lies.’’? Thus :—

Thomas Shelton, stenographer, was born in 1601. It 
is probable that he began life as a writing-master and that 
he was teaching shorthand before he was 19, for in 1649 
he claims to have had more than 80 years’ study in the 
art. He is best known for his ‘“‘ Tachygraphy,” a system 
in common use in the second half of the X VIIth century 
and the one in which Prrys wrote his Diary. It is 
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remarkable, however, that the system of Zeiglographia 
is quite different ; the only letters similar being q, r, 
v, z. Shelton was a zealous puritan and published one 
theological work. ‘The date of his death is unknown, but 
it is probable that he died about 1660.
